SOUND DOCTRINE. 


Position and Duties of the Civil Servant 
Clearly Defined. 

Wasuineton. D. C., September 23.—Professor 
Gregory of the Civil Service Commission has written 
a long letter upon the subject of political assess- 
ments, the chief points of which are contained in 
the following extracts: 

“The grand intent of those sections of the Civil Ser- 


vice act which relate to contributions for poiitical 

urposes, was twofcld: First, to prevent the use of 

vernment places and Government funds as forces 

to control elections. Second, to protect the Govern- 

ment employes from compulsory contributions to 
political funds.” 

“The Government Clerk is employed to work for 
the people, and not for the party, and his pay 
comes from the people, and not from his party. 
What he earns is, therefore, his own, and 
It is the grossest tyrann to 
extort from him any part of his earnings bfa threat 
of removal or by the promise of woo The 
clerk, outside of his clerkship, is still a citizen and, 
as a citizen, has the common interest of all good cit- 
izens in the progress and development of his coun- 
try. The common right to vote and express 
his opinions, to form associations with those of like 
opinions, and to use his money in all lawful jways, 
to renee his opinions. As an officer or em- 
ploye of the Government he is strictly under 
the authority of Congress in ail his 
official work and relations and must not 
violate any one of the four prohibitions of the civil 
service act. But, away, outside of his official life 
and relations, beyond his duties to the Government 
and beyond his connection with Governmental peo- 
ple ond places, he becomes a simple citizen and has 
all the duties, interests and rights of his fellow citi- 
zens not inthe public employ.” 

“The interpretation of the civil service law is 
and the th of duty required by itis plain to all 
who will honorably re itetwo grand aims, the 
absolute defense 0 the ballot box from 
all corrupt or corrupting official influence 
and the protection of Government officials from po- 
litical assessments, These two great public de- 
mands of the law must and will fully and fairly be 
enforced.”

Brussets, September 23.—To-day is the anniver- 
gary of the revolution of 1830. Veterans. according 
to the custom, marched through the streets of the 
city and deposited wreaths on the monument of the 
revolution. The populace have seized the occasion 
to make a_ great demonstration against 


the Government. Immense numbers lined the 
streets, along which the procession passed, and 
cheered the veterans enthasiastically. At the mon- 
ument one of the veterans made a speech, in which 
he said: “Our ancestors fought to make 
Belgium free. She is no longer so. Belgians will 
never be Romanists.” 

A dense crowd followed the procession as it returned 
from the monumeut, singing *‘Brabaconne”™ and the 
“Marseiliaise.. Two republican editors were ar- 
rested,and the gendarmes dispersed the crowd 
which collected in front of the office of Le Patriole, 
eae The police have seized a quantity 
of republican and socalistic pamphlets. 


England. 

Loxpon, September 238.—The Newmarket first.

WRECK OF THE WASP. 

The British gunboat Wasp was wrecked off Tor- 
rey Island, on the northwest coast of Ireland, to-day. 
Fifty persons were drowned.,;The Wasp had a reg- 
istered tonnage of 450 tons and carried four guns. 

Of the men on board the Wasp, fifty-two were 
drowned. Among this number all of the officers 
are included. Only six persons were saved. On the 
rocky coast where the disaster occurred, it was im- 
possible to use small boats in an attempt to rescue 
the ship's crew. 


, The Cholera. 

Maprin, September 23.—Eighbt fresh cases of chol- 
era developed yesterday, in the Province of Alcante 
and one in Faragona. In the latter province, 
these were four deaths, in the former, ten. The in- 
fected localities in the Province of Alcante are com- 
pletely cordoned. 

IN ITALY. 

Rome, September 23.—Reports from different parts 
of Italy for the past twenty-four hours give a total 
of 435 fresh cases and 265 deaths, In Naples, which 
continues to be the center most seriously afflicted, 
there were 21 fresh cases and 152 deaths.

A Piece of Carelessness Which Almost Re- 
sulted in a Holocaust—Numerous St. Louis- 
ans in the Wreck—Passengers Dug Out of 
a Burning Pullman—Loss Estimated at 
$100,000—Details of the Wreck as Related 
by Eye- Witnesses. 


Passengers arriving at the Union Depot this morn- 
ing bring accounts of a terribie scene on the Chicago 
and Altun Road last night. Shortiy after midnight 
a freight train running at the rate of twenty miles 
an hour down the Pontiac grade, on the Chicago 
and Alton Road, dashed into the rear of the regular 


= aymaged train bound for this city. 
Vithin .a quarter of an hour the horrible 
scene was lighted up by burning cars visible fora 
distance of ten miles around. ine regular night ex. 

ress train which left Chicago at 9:05 was coming 

own the ingline about three miles north of Pontiac, 
Illinois, when the piston rod broke necessitating a 
stop on the level just this __ side, While 
the train men were engaged in repairing 
this the freight train came thundering down, crush- 
ing into the rear sleeper filled with passengers who 
were unconscious of the danger. The last sleeper 
was thrown on its side by the freight engine, which 
plowed in under it, and then covered by four freight 
cars, which came piling up, one after another, 
The passengers seated in the chair cars were thrown 
violently forward by the jar, and many were se- 
verely bruised by the shock. None were so badly 
hurt, however, as to impedea hurried departure 
from the car. The forward coaches were soon 
emptied of their frightened passengers who jumped 
from the platform in wild confusion, piling up 
on one-another in the muddy sides of the road-bed 
The rain poured down in torrents and the wrek at 
the rear of the train

‘cued from their perilous position the passengers in 
the rear coach would goo be burned 
to death. The conductor who happened to be 
forward recollected that nearly every lower berth 
in the last sleeper had been taken. From the for- 
ward coaches axes were procured, and with these 
‘a large hole was chopped in the forward part of the 
roof and side of the car. Out of this apperture the 
imprisoned passengers were rescued.

September 23,—Joseph Sarver, aged 
here to-day. A Catholic priest re- 
doomed man’s cell from 9 o’clock 
of the execution and accompa- 

y the scaffold. At 11 o'clock 
the prisoner was brought from his cell, attended by 
Deputy Neal and Coroner Brooks. Sheriff Jameson 
and Father Brown, his spiritual adviser, preceded 
the procession. Sarver walked with afirm step, 
stood upon the fatal trap with unconcern and while 
the Sheriff was pinioning his hands and feet he did 
not utter a word or betray the slightest emotion. The 
only words he spoke on the scaffold were, in 
response to the question whether be had anything 
tosay: “Jesus, crucified, have mercy on my soul.” 
Wher the black cap and noose were fixed he ex- 
hibited no nervousness whatever. At 11 the trap 
was sprung, and death was almost instantaneous, his 
neck being broken by the fall The body was low- 
ered seventeen minutes later, and was placed in a 
neat coffin. Shortly after the execution between 
five and six hundred persons were permitted te 
gaze upon the remains. Only fifty persons wero 
present in the. yard at the time of 
the hanging. The crime for which 
Sarver suffered death was the murder of his father, 
November 11, 1883. Heshot the old man down in 
cold blood in his own doorway. The scaffold upon 
which be was hung served also for the execution of 
James G. Allison in February, 1882. 


Murray’s Hanging. 

Esenscure, CamBria County, Pa., September 23,— 
Michael Murray was hanged in the jail-yard here at 
half-past 1, in the presence of 125 persons. Until 4 this 
morning, Murray refused spiritual advice, but at 
that hour he sent for a priest and two sisters. To 
the priest he made a confession, and the sacrament 
was administered. He then dictated a lengthy 
letter, tobe made public after his death, in 
which he charged that certain persons, 
possessing powers of witchcraft, had exercised a 
spell over him and,while under its influence,he com- 
mitted the deed. 

The crime expiated by Murray was the killing of 
John Hancuff, on Friday, October 12, 
1888, on the Pittsburg Turnpike, near Summit, 
the line dividing Blair and Cambria Counties. 
Hancuff and a boy met Murray the preceding’ day, 
and the boy called him some name, Murray, who 
was generally regarded as weak mentally, met Han- 
cuff and, after accusing him of calling him names, 


drew a revolver and fired four shots, one of which |, 


took effect in the abdomen and resultedin death. 
At the December term of court Murray was tried 
and convicted.

QUARTZ JEWELRY. 


An Industry Confined to the State of 
California. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

The making of quartz jewelry is peculiarly a 
California industry. Its manufacture was be- 
gun in the early days following the gold dis- 
covery. Though quartz fit for the art of the 

d all over California, the best, is 
that coming from the mines of Grass valley. It 
is not often that a miner comes across rock 
which would find a sale amo the jewelers. 
The gold has to be evenly distributed and not

through the rock. The quartz which the miner 
thus procures is sent down either to a bank or 
assay oflice, and from there the jeweler receives 
notice that a consignment is ready for auction.

in want of quartz, the amount paid 
would perhaps be double that which he would 
y upon any other occasion.

ELKINS, 

The part Steve Evxrns has taken in the 

nomination of, BLatNeand is taking in the 
management of his campaign, lends a grave im- 
portance to the wide-spread belief that he will 
be Secretary of the Interior if Mr. BLAaine is 
elected. The long and intimate connection be- 
tween them in money-making enterprises de- 
pending mainly on political influence at. Wash- 
ington, has made them both wealthy, and, while 
it accounts for their present close relations, it 
imparts areasonable certainty to the general 
expectation that, with Mr. BLaINne in the 
White House, Steve ELK1ns will be, in fact, if 
not in name, the ruler of the Interior Depart- 
ment. For it is generally understood that Mr. 
BLAINE is himself deeply interested in the great 
stakes Mr. ELKINS is playing for. 

Of all the men who have become immensely 
wealthy in politics during the last twelve or 
fifteen years, there is not one whose influence 
at Washington, and especially in the Interior 
Department, would bea worse omen for the 
New West and for the country atlarge. EL- 
KINS isa Missouri Democrat who turned Re- 
publican, after he went to New Mexico, for no 
other reason but to utilize public position and 
administration influence at Washington in mak- 
ing “‘big money” by banking, Star Route oper- 
ations and land-grabbing. Out West he is un- 
derstood to have been the originator of the 
whole Star Route business. A conflict be- 
tween him and others engaged in it led to the 
revelations on which the prosecutions 
were . founded, but it is believed that 
the mysterious influence which rendered those 
prosecutions ineffectual as against DORSEY and 
BRADY, and protected still others from prose- 
cution, was the influence of Strevz ELKINs 
backed by that of James G. Buaing. Mr, 
ELKINS is the recognized chief of the land- 
grabbers out West: All the corporations and 
combinations engaged in gobbling up and mo- 
nopolizing mineral, grazing, agricultural or 
timber lands, enlist his counsel and -assistance, 
by pooling their projects in log-rolling combi- 
nations with him. His connection with the 
famous Maxwell grant job was only one of 
many enterprises in which his political influ- 
ence has figured piratically. In that case, after 
confirming a disputed claim. by obtain- 
ing a fraudulent patent, he procured 
a fraudulent survey by having one of his 
brothers appointed surveyor and getting him to 
survey the tract so as to include 2,650,000 acres 
of public domain upon which he had not the 
shadow of a claim, and upon a large portion of 
which bona fide settlers did have just and valid 
claims, At least such are the allegations of a 
suit begun by the Attorney-General of the 
United States to have the Maxwell grant patent 
declared void on account of fraud. That suit 
will be dismissed and that fraud will be con- 
summated with many other gigantic ones, if 
the election of BLarvz should make the influence 
of ELKINS supreme in Washington. 

If there were noother reason for deprecating 
the election of BLAarve, his close business and 
political relations with ELK1ns and men of that 
stripe, would be sufficient. If there were no 
other reason for desiring a transfer of power 
to some other ‘party, it would suffice that Ke- 
publican success this time evidently means the 
triumph of StrepHeEn B. ELKINS and his crowd 
and all tne predatory interests which they noto- 
riously represent.

ART AND THE MORGUE, 

Art criticism in St. Louis reminds the out- 
sider strongly of that inherent propensity in 
sheep to follow a leader. No better proof of 
this could be given than the amount of applause 
which has be@n lawished upon Max’s picture, | 
incorrectly called ‘‘Marguerite.” Doubtiess, 
in a community of half a million souls, one 
could find some who would honestly like such a 
picture as this, and as those who like the “‘In- 
fanticide” happen to be our infallible Popes of 
art, it is not to be wondered that there are hun- 
dreds who say they like the canvas and who 
stand before it in correct attitudes and appre- 
ciate it deeply, with the hope that their culture 
and critical acumen are equally appreciated by 
others. 

To any man with a good digestion, sound 
nerves and well-balanced mind, the picture is 
offensive. It depicts a ghastly crime com- 
mitted by a vulgar and, what is worse, an ugly 
woman, and it represents the corpse of the 
murdered. baby. with a fidelity to death that is 
yery marvelous and very shocking. So 
hideous and clammy is this picture, so entirely 
opposed to all of those principles which should 
be at the foundation of true art that is, after 
all, but one of the manifestations of beauty, 
that one would pass it by with the silence it de- 
serves were it not for the fact that there seems 
to be such an organized effort on the part of 
the St, Louis critics to force the picture to the 
front. The papers have given it space and 
commendation in inverse ratio to its merit. 

We hear much about the truth of the 
painting and the infinite sadness of it, 
but it is not true and it is not sad. No woman 
who had crushed her baby’s skull would put on 
such bilious”’ woe as is painted inthe muddy 
face of the mother. There is wickodness in the 
conception, immorality and horror, but there 
is not sentiment. And yet people crowd about 
this belauded canvas and praise it, and talk 
abdout it, with an hypocrisy which they would 
be ashamed to display in any other direction. 
Because an artist has painted a brutal and 
coarse tragedy of the slums, and because the 
gentlemen who mould public opinion on art in- 
sist that the work is good and give their offi- 
cial sanction to the painting, is not reason 
enough to force people to accept the ‘‘Infanti- 
cide” as a great and good work. 

Of the crowd that has been drummed to the 
support of this picture not one would-accept 
the canvas as a gift to hang in his house and 
keep constantly before his eyes. it. spoils the 
splendid collection among which it is hung. It 
is out of place anywhere but in the Morgue. 
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There is a natural instinct in man which makes 
him wish to bury his dead out of sight in the 
ground, and which revolts from such an out- 
rage as the resurrectionists who painted and 
praised this picture have perpetrated.

A wew school law providing for secular 
education in Belgium is encountering such 
violent opposition that the country seems to be 
on the verge of civil war. The police are kept 
busy suppressing riotous demonstrations, and 
the burgomasters are issuing appeals for the 
maintenance of order, and admonishing the op- 
ponents of the law that they can legally combat 
it in the communal elections. Unfortunately, 
however, the soothing effect of this statement 
is impaired by the fact that a property qualifi- 


cation restricts the right of suffrage to only one | 


out of every thirteen adult males in Belgium. 
If the Municipal Councils refuse to 
contribute their four-sixths of the 
school fund, as contemplated by the law, 
they might thus defeat it. But the real cause 
of the trouble is the question‘whether any ac- 
tion they may take can embody the will of the 
people, any more than an act of the Parliament 
itself, when suffrage is so limited. It is a fight 
between Catholics, as there are less than 20,000 
Protestants and Jews in a population of 5,500,- 
000. With no ancient religious feud to inflame 
passions, either side would submit to the law as 
the will of the people, but for the fact that the 
people are disfranchised and both sides can 
claim to yepresent that will. The crisis illus- 


trates the danger of restricting suffrage toa 


small fraction of a nation’s manhood, 


One Thing He Lacketh, 
From Speech of Gov. Waller of Connecticut, 

“Gov. Cleveland's great competitor may be as elo- 
quent as Robert Ingersoll, who dubbed him a knight, 
and as brilliant a historian as Macaulay, to whom 
Gen. Hawley takes pleasure in comparing him. But 
there is one thing that he lacketh, without which he 
cannot have the respect of the people of America. 
Proof of this weakness does not depend upon oth- 
ers. He has within a week confessed it himself. In 
the late election in the State of Maine the prohibitory 
amendment was submitted to the vote of its people. 
The country was watchful of the action of Citizen 
Blaine on the question. He was at the-polls with a 
‘yes’ and a ‘no’ ballot in his right and left hand. In 
pity behold him as he stands confronting that di- 
lema. [Laughter.} If he votes ‘no’ he will lose, he 
thinks, the support of political saints, If he votes 
‘yes,’ the support of political sinners. [Laughter.] 
He hesitates and he is lost. [Applause.] He looks on 
one side and then on the other, and he votes upon 
neither. [{Laughter.] The orator, the statesman and 
historian has ignominiously dodged. [Applause.] 
He tried to sail between Scyila and Charybdis, and 
touched neither rock, but he struck upon both. The 
image that some Republicans have worshiped is 
broken—Mr. Blaine, the plumed knight of Maine 
has shown the white feather. The act of weakness 
in the presence of the nation shows the character of 
the man, and it will, in my judgment, do him more 
harm at the ballot box in November than could the 
Mulligan letters, if there were a dose of them every 
day in the week."

Love for our country and best interest for the 
Church of God and the rising generation mustsoon- 
er or later arouse the Christians everywhere t the 
danger which is imminent.

Women Will Not Wear Trousers.

All sorts of reforms are perpetually being preached 
with regard to dress, but I cannot say that I think 
they have a happy effect at all. Women will wear 
neither Turkish trousers nor divided skirts, though 
a few are not unmindful of the merits of Knicker- 
bocker trousers and gaiters under short. woolen 
skirts for Scotland and elsewhere. Short skirts for 
hard country wear are certainly to be commended 
—short enough to keep them well out of the mud 
and allow freedom of motion to the limbs—more be- 
coming, more convenient, more healthy than skirts 
neither long nor short, which in wet weather are apt 
to be held up ungracefully high, and in fine weather 
become unnecessarily dirty at the edges.

AT THE EXPOSITION, 


Srxce the great Hyde Park Exhibition in 1851, I 
have not seen anything in the line of Expositions so 
thoroughly satisfactory.as the St. Louis one. I failed 
to visit the Centennial Fair, and hence must not be 
misunderstood as indulging a locai pride at the ex- 


pense of a national undertaking. I was, however, 
“paca. g at the New York Exhibition of 1853, and 

ave a more or less intimate personal acquaintance 
with the similar enterprises of Chicago, Cincinnati 
and Louisville, and Ihave no hesitancy in saying 
that the St. Louis show excels them all. 


Tue main essential components of a successful 
Exposition are a beautiful building and an interest- 
ing display. Adventitious auxiliaries, such as 
musical and other popular entertainments, help to 


swell the number of visitors, but do not in any way 
affect the status of the Exposition as such, and it is 
of that, purely and simply. that I speak. - 


Beauty could not properly ve claimed for an Ex- 
position Building in securing which any sacrifice 
had been made of the great pre-requisite, plenty of 
light in all its parts. This is one of the very strong- 
est points in favor of our building. Not since I 
walked about in the Crystal Palace have I attended 
an Exposition where the light was so universall 
satisfactory asin the present one. The others all 
had their dark corners, and I, for one, -prefer pase- 
ing by displays a just appreciation of which involves 
a strain upon one’s middle-aged eyes. 


I watcuep the building of the Chicago 
Exposition Building from the laying of 
the floor and. hoisting of the huge 
arched trestles until its completion and I foresaw 
the unavoidable misfortune of dark recesses here 
and there, The sizeof the Exposition is not to be 

auged by its length or breadth, and the number of 
ts stories, but by the amount of space within it 
reached by the light of day, and itis inthis partic 
ular that the buildings of Chicago and other riva 
cities suffer by comparison with ours. 


Ir is to be hoped that an ichthyological display 
will be among next year’s attractions. The cases of 
stuffed birds in the present show are among the 
most popular of the exhibits. It is too late this year 
to organize a collection of available native fish, but 
next year I hope to see at least fifty giass tanks 
with croppy, bass, pickerel, gar and other 
familiar members . of the finny 
tribe disportin themselves in their 
national element. I do not want to carp at the Park 
Commissioner, but it does seem to me that he would 
be only an ing proper public spirit if he were 
to send to the Exposition a few specimens of the 
famous food fish which were > gate from Ger- 
many and placed in the park ponds. 


Har a dozen neatly made glass tanks containing 
carp of various kinds and different ages would give 
the public a much clearer idea regarding these in- 
teresting fish than a dozen official reports. The ex- 
pense of such an exhibit would be so light that the 
Mayor would not hesitate a moment in ordering 


them built at once for the purpose designated. 
Their value as an entertaining and instructive ex- 
hibit would be out of all proportion to the 
expense.

The Union Association. 

The following full report of the proceedings at the 
recent convention of the Union Association in Wash- 
ington has been received: *“‘The Union Base-Ball As- 
sociation held a preliminary meeting Thursday 
night at the Nationa! Hotel, under the presidency of 
Henry V. Lucas. The following delegates were 
present: Frank E. Winslow of Boston; A. H. Hen- 
derson, Pittsburg; W.C. Henderson and B. F. Mat- 
thews, Baltimore; T. P. Sullivan, Kansas City; 
Henry V. Lucas, St. Louis; John T. West, Wilming- 
ton, and H. B. Bennett and R. M. Drinkard of the 
Nationals of this city. Delegates were also ex- 
pected from Milwaukee and Cincinnati, the latter 
probably being represented by Justus Thorner. 


After an informal] discussion of the situation an ad- 
journment until the following evening took place, 

Last night special meeting took place. Mr. 
W. W. White, secretary, presen a financial state- 
ment, from which it appeared that St. Louis, Wash- 
ington and Kansas City had made money, and Bal- 
timore was’ about even. The Wilmington and Pitts- 
burg clubs were dropped and the Milwaukee and 
» Omaha clubs were admitted to the association. For 
the balance of this season the Milwaukee Club will 
continue the Pittsburg’s schedule, and the Omahas 
will take up the dates dropped by the Keystone and 
Washington Clubs, President Lucas and Secretary 
White were appointed a committee to prepare a 
schedule of games to be played by the new clubs, 
the opening game to be Bayes uext Monday. 

The regular staff of umpires will be diasniesed on 
the 26th of this month and three men will be a 
pointed in every city where Union clubs exist to fill 
the vacancies until October 15, the close of the sea- 
gon. 

An ment was required by the clubs to bond 
themselves each in the sum of $1,000,to be deposited 
with the treasurer, to finish the season. It was 
agreed to give 30 per cent of the gross receipts to 
visiting clubs during 1885, instead of $75, as at pres- 
ent; in other words, the guarantee system was abol- 
ished. A general discussion of the future and an 
interchange of views then took pe, after which it 
was voted to establish a reseve fund of $10,000 for 
the support of clubs which may become embar- 
rassed during the season. The opinion prevailed 
that clubs should be located next year at St. Louis, 
* Washington,, Kansas City, Baltimore, Cincinnati,

As a result of the almost universal support the 
Fair bas received, everything about it is done on a 
stupendous scale and the receipts of money are in 
perfect keeping with the magnitude of the institu. 
tion, A comparison between the St. Louis Fair and 
other exhibitions ae & very clear idea of the rela- 
tive value 0 the home show and 
the indisputable facts in cold figures make comment 
guite unnecessary. After trying for many years to 
find a location fur the Ilinois State fair the man- 

ers concluded to try Chicago and in 1888 great 
efforts were made by that city to draw an 
extraordinary , attendance and thus secure 
the Fair to themselves for subsequent years. The 
vast railroad machinery of that city was put into 
motion and unexampled excursion rates were 
offered. 

RECEIPTS COMPARED. 

The result was hailed as a great triumph for Chi- 
cago, and the managers pointed with pride to the 
receipts, which, at the highest estimate, did not ex- 
ceed $30,000. The Louisville Exposition, last year, 
ran 100 days and had the prestige of President Ar- 
thur’s presence to give it a m, 
and its receipts were but $108,000 for 
that long season. Last year the St. Louis Fair, in 
the six days it opened its gates, took in $91,000 at 
the gates, more than three times the receipts at 
Chicago, and almost as much as the 100 days 
brought to the Louisville Exposition. This $90,000 
at St. Louis represented an actual attend- 
ance of over ; people, ex- 
clusive of 60,000 children admitted © 
free on the opening day, and not includ- 
ing the complimentary admission of thousands of 
exhibitors. Counting all who entered the grounds’ 
during the six days, the attendance did not fall short 
of 300,000. These figures are 80 large that they 
would have no meaning to the average manif the 
above comparison were not made. The 
increase in c receipts will 
not be less th 
this fall, so thata clear hundred 
will be paid out for tickets of admission. The man- 
agement expect that inthe next two years the at- 
tendance will have swelled to half a miilion people. 
The growth in the number of entries is no less re- 
markable how the entries increase. In 1882, they 
numbered 5,943; im 1883, they jumped 
to 7,011, and this year already 
6,000 all recorded, exclusive of the stock depart- 
ment, and the indications point to an increase of 
twenty-five per cent in the whole number, on a total 
of 8,763 separate entries. 

This nominal and steady growth is due in a great 
degree to the system of advertising which 
has been adopted _ since 1880 and 
which has assumed such proportions that a special 
clerical force is required to attend toits many de- 
tails. The effectiveness of this persistent advertising 
is so apparent that merchants of the city and coun- 
try make frequent inquines asto how best to bring 
their private business to the attention of the public. 

Every country paper within a radius of 500 miles 
of St. louis has contained notices, in all its recent 
issues, of the Fair, and pictures and posters have 
been sent to every railway station, express office, 
important store and hotel in the States of Missouri, 
Illinois, lowa, Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky and Wiscon- 
sin.

WATER OR RAIL, 


The Prospective Dispute Over the 
South American Commerce.

Designs of Monopolist Roach Already Ap- 
parent—Poisoning the Water Supply of 
Washington—The Common Meridian Con- 
gress—Importance of the Movement. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasuineton, September 23.—General Sharpe.of 
New York, the head of the South American Com- 
mission, who has been here for some days, expects 
te start on his trip to Central and South America in 
October. The Commission will go to Mexico, Cen- 
tral America, and then the South American Repub- 
lics and finally to Brazil, before returning home. Its 
members, it is said, are under the impression that 
the work mapped out for theCommission can be ac- 
complished in six months. Those familiar with the 
subject here, however, do not agree with themmon 
the point of time and labor involved. The impres- 
sion among those who have given the subject most 
thought and careful study, from personal experi- 
ence, is that the work for which the Commission 
was created cannot be accomplished in a proper 
manner in less than two years. This was the idea 
of Mr. Hinton Rowan Helper, the originator of the 
project, for there is no possible doubt that he was 
not only the originator of it, but as well the sole 
motive powerthat put it through Congress. He 
was many years ago representative of the 
United States to the Argentine Republic, 
and became thoroughly familiar with 
all of South America, traveling over 4 
very large part of it and familiarizing himself with 
its people and products and the source of the sup- 
plies now obtained there. He saw the need for near- 
er commercial intercourse between this country and 
that, and, for seventeen years since his return, has 
been in various ways urging some action, by the 
Government or otherwise,which would result in this 
end. But for his suggestion and agitation and per- 
sistent labor in béhalf of this project, the present 
Commission would not have had an existence. His 
pet project is, as is well understood, arailway sys- 
tem running from the City of Mexico,with which we 
have now araii connection, into South America. 
There are indications, however, that the steamship 
people are going to try to steal the benefit of his long 


years of labor, by attempting to turn the result o 


this Commission's work into the channel of steam- 
ship subsidies and the establishment of steamship 
lines between this country and the chief ports of 
South America, 
THE EVER WATCHFUL JOHN ROACH, 

who has this steamship project in mind fora long 
time, is watching the situation pretty closely, an 
and far-reach- 
ing influence in that direction. The 
advantages of a steamship linein furnishing a 
quick and sure outlet to our overburdened home 
markets are already being urged; and the fact at 
the same time held up that the only way that this 
can be accomplished is by the aid of subsidies, such 
as are granted to the English steamship lines, which 
now hold the entire trade of South America and 
most of that of Central America in England's grasp. 
Mr. Hélper must be awake, or else his seventeen 
years of labor in behalf of a railway connection 
with Sonth America will be swept into the capacious 
and rewivat* weill-filled pockets of John Roach and 
his steamship managing associates. 

WASHINGTON'’S DRINKING FACILITIES.’ 

There is a good deal of gousp here just now, occa- 
sioned by the discevery of dead hogsin the Poto- 
mac, from which river Washington draws its water 
suPpIy. It is asserted that hog cholera exists along 
the Potomac, on either side, for some distance above 
Washington, and that the farmers are in the habit 
of “dumping” the dead hogs into the river. Steps 
have been taken to prevent a continuation of this, 
and to remove as quickly as _ possible 
any carcasses that may be found floating in the 
river above the point where the water supply is 
obtained. The water used by the bulk of Washing- 
ton people comes from the Potomac ata point nearly 
twenty miles above the city, the supply being taken 
from the river above the Great Falls, which are 
some eighteen miles from here. The system, whici 


had been considered a most excellent one, is now 


being greatly improved by the construction of an 
immense reservoir on the hiils overlooking the city 
to be connected with the present supply pipes 
through a tunnel, cut in the solid rock, some miles. 
When completed, itis togive to Washington the 
most complete water system in the country, and one 
which the city cannft outgrow in acentury. Itis a 
curious fact, and one not generally understood, that 
a portion of the water supply of the city comes from 
springs in the hills with which itis surrounded. The 
water with which the White House is supplied is 
conducted tc it from a fine spring at the foot of the 
range of hills overlooking the city from the north. 
In Franklin Square, one of the handsomest 
and mdst frequented rks of the city are 
drinking fountains supplied from an exceedingly 
fine spring just out of the city. On the Capitol 
grounds there is a “‘spring’’ the supply for which 
comes from the hills at the north of the city. Run- 
ning under the city in various quarters and in all 
directions are pipes conveying pure spring water 
from the hills, and while the very large proportion 
of the water supply of the citv is from the river, 
there is probabiy no place in the country supplied 
with the quantity of genuine spring waterthat this 
has. In addition to the springs of ordinary quality. 
mentioned above, there are some with medicinal 
qualities, one now in the beart of the city having 
been, it is asserted, quite a favorite as a health giv- 
ing fountain with Washington and his associates. 
THE COMMON MERIDIAN CONGRESS. 

The Congress of Scient ific People,to meet here on 
October 1, to arrange for one general meridian for 
all nations, will in many respects be a remarkable 
body. It will bring together a number of the mort 
prominent scientists of the world, and its proceed- 
ings are looked forward to with a giveat deal of 
interest. The object of the os is to 
fix upon some weridian which will be used 
by all nations as a prime meridian 
of longitude. There is at present,as is, well known.no 
uniformity. In this country for instance, the 
United States Naval Observatory uses the meridan 
of Greenwich, in ail astronomical tables, while the 
Interior Department, inits maps and charts, uses 
the meridan of Washington. Nearly ajl nations in 
their sea observasions use the meredien of Green- 
wich, but in their scientific and land calculations 
make use of some local meridien. Calculations of 
astronomers and others have to be reduced to the 
standard, used in their particular country, and in 
many ways the lack of uniformity is a serious 
hindrance. The meeting isthe result of agitation 
of the question in the United States. By act of 
Congress, August 30, 1882, the President was 
authorized to extend invitations to the Governments 
of nations in diplomatic relations with this country, 
to send delegates to a Congress of this sort. A el 
cular of invitation sent to all the governments, re- 
ceived such favorable responses that the President 
issued the callfor the convention or Cengress to 
meet here as already indicated on October 1, of the 
present year. 


A DISASTROUS WRECK. 


A Freight and a Stock Train Collide On the 
Bridge Approach. 

A disastrous wreck occurred. onthe bridge ap- 

proach directly above Brooklyn street, East St.

A Chat With the First Methodist Missionary

Rev. J. J. Ransom, the first missionary sent to 
Brazil by the Methodist Church, is at the Laclede 
to-day.
